The teenager found the 
instructor pilot, Roland 
LaPointe, of Enterprise, 
Alabama, who had a broken 
hip, trying to pull the stu-

Candidate Carl D, Kirts, 
of Tucson, Arizona, from 
the burning aircraft. 


Alec dragged both men 
away from the helicopter. 
He said he was ‘‘scared 
to death’ the aircraft would 
explode, so he had to get 
the men away from it quick- 
ly. 


Alec said by the time 
he had dragged the men 
away from the burning hel- 
icopter, the rescue team 
from Fort Rucker arrived 
and then transported the 
crash victims to the Army

Child Labor 
Law Protects 


Children 


“Today's economy de-~ 
mands skilled workers,”’ 
Regional Director Sterling 
B. Williams of the Wage 
and Hour and Public Con- 
tracts Divisions, United 
States Department of La~ 
bor, pointed out in remind-~ 
ing employers of the child 
labor standards of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. 

“With the beginning of 
the school year, it is time- 
ly to point out that these 
Standards help to give 
young people the oppor- 
tunity for an education,’’ 
he commented, ‘‘and 
youngsters should be en- 
couraged to make the most 
of this opportunity. At the 
Same time, the Act does 
not prevent teenagers from 
working in suitable em- 
ployment,”’ 

A youth, 16, may be 
employed in any job under 
the child labor provisions 
of the Act except those 
covered by hazardous oc- 
cupations orders, An 18- 
year minimum age is es- 
tablished for employment 
in occupations included in 
these orders. It is esti- 
mated, however, that the 
17 current hazardous oc- 
cupations orders include 
only 5 percent of all oc- 
cupations. Some of the par- 
ticularly hazardous jobs 
are driver or driver’s 
helper on a motor ve- 
hicle, elevator operator, 
logger or sawmiller, op- 
erator of certain power- 
driven machinery, and 
some roofing and excava- 
tion work, 

There are a number of 
nonmanufacturing jobs in 
which the 14- and 15- year- 
old minors may work out- 
side school hours. While 
school is in session a 
youngster of this age may 
work 3 hours a day on 
a school day and 8 hours 
on Saturday, with a week- 
ly total of hours not ex- 
ceeding 18, He may not 
work before 7 A.M, or 
after 7 P.M, There are 
many occupations in re- 
tail stores and food ser- 
vice establishments per- 
mitted for these young 
workers, as well as work 
in offices. 

Regional Director 
Williams suggested that 
employers protect them- 
selves from unintentional 
violation of the minimum 
age provisions of the Act 
by obtaining age certifi- 
cates for each minor em- 
ployed, showing that he is 
the legal age for the job 
which he is doing. Age 
certificates many be ob- 


tained from local school : 


officials.

INSECTICIDES 

We are experiencing a 
pesticide build-up in the 
Wiregrass counties of 
Southeast Alabama. This 
residue is showing up in 
meat, I mention this to 
point out the importance 
of using insecticides ac- 
cording to instructions on 
the bag. For example, in 
previous years many of 


our farmers would use cot-~ 


ton insecticides on live- 
stock simply because they 
would control flies and 
other pests of livestock 
with not much thought of 
the residue showing up in 
the meat. Be sure to follow 
instructions on the con- 
tainer. 


“ALL GARDENS 

~ Folks who live out on 
the farm and sometimes 
in Enterprise, Elba, New 
Brockton, and Kinston can 
lower their grocery bills 
this fall and winter by 
planting a garden now. One 
key to a good garden is 
preparing the land in time 
so that the ground can soak 
up rains that usually come 
in early September. We 
have a new booklet entitled 
“Good Gardens’’ which we 
will be glad to send to 
those who request it. 


SOIL MANAGEMENT
